In other quar- 
ters it was pointed out that whether 
President Wilson will take a further 
step depends not alone on the actual 
terms of the note itself, but also on 
his personal estimate of the situation 
and confidential advices to him-from 
abroad. The note, it was thought, had 
been drawn to meet a wide variety of 
viewpoints as it is addressed not only 
to the president for his own future 
guidance hut as well to public opinion 
here, in the allied countries and in the 
central empires. 


Officials are surprise;; that no ap- 


parently inspired summary of the note 
has been received from abroad. The 
latest London reports indicated that 
while the allies would be more specitic 
as to terms than in their reply to the 
central powers and in 
the 
recent 


speeches of their statesmen, any state- 
ment on that point would be general 
and rather guarded in character. 


Allied diplomats believe the 
reply 


leaves no opportunity for a conference 
unless their enemies lirst lay down 
their terms. 
In a strict sense such a 


lack of terms would not mark 
any 


physical advance towards an end of 
the. war. The impression was general 
in allied quarters here, that the, allies 
would not enter a conference unless 
under military necessity or until they 
were able by a military victory to forco 
their own terms.

FIRE HAZARDS IN SCHOOLS 


- It is certainly a matter of serious 
concern to this city to flnd that a 
recess committee of the legislature 
reports that Lowell is among a num- 
ber of cities in which, according to 
the state police, there is "not a single 
school which they will certify as safe" 
in .case of fire. 


Apparently it took the state police 


a long time to make the discovery. We 
know that this city would long ago 
have remedied any serious detect in 
its school buildings relative to protec- 
tion against fire hazards, had the state 
police made known the need of any 
change. We know also that our school 
buildings have been approved by the 
state police as in all respects comply- 
ing with the law. Why, therefore, this 
change of front? 


If the law is deficient or in need 


of a. change, that is another question. 
It is strange indeed if to secure pro- 
tective legislation for schools it 
is 


necessary to proclaim that for many 
years past the state police have de- 
ceived the public by lulling them into 
the belief that their school buildings 
were safe, whereas now they are pro- 
nounced unsafe. Of course we have no 
school buildings that are 
absolutely 


fireproof. 


In point of safety against fire haz- 


ards the school buildings of Lowell will 
compare quite favorably v.'ith those of 
any city in the state. It is doubtless 
true, that in some of 
them there 


may be defects that can easily be_ rem- 
edied. On such matters thc city au- 
thorities will promptly <-arry out thc 
orders of the state inspectors.

STATE HOUSE, Boston, Jan. 
11.— 


Tewksbury, with a population of 5265, 
is now tha largest town in the state 
without a public water supply. 


Figures given by thc state depart- 


ment of health in a special report to 
the legislature, filed today, show that 
of the 
3-">4 cities and towns in the 


state. 212 are provided 
with 
public 


water supplies, and of the others only 
twenty-om have a population in ex- 
cess of 2000. 


"In practically all of these towns," 


the department says, 
"public water 


supplies are greatly needed, since the 
weliy are in many cases badly pollut- 
ed nnd a serious danger to the public 
health. Xo action has yet been taken 
to-.vard the introduction of 
a public 


water supply in the town of , Rowley, 
in which typhoid fever has been ex- 
cess:vely prevalent for 
many 
years. 


The wells in this town, which 
were 


very thoroughly examined last 
year, 
have been found to be very seriously 
polluted, and there is no 
practicable 


plan of securing good drinking water 
in this village until a public supply 
from a suitable source has been 
pro- 


vided. 
"One of the hindrances to the 
in- 


troduction ot" public water 
supplies, 


clue to the requirement for bond pay- 
ments, was removed by 
the 
legisla- 


ture of 1HG. 
Nevertheless, owing to 


the high cost of work and the diffi- 
culty of obtaining' materials, very lit- 
tie \\ater works construction has been 
undertaken during the year.

a million dollars a year for ten yeai 


The allotments as approved are as 


follows: Alaska, $46.354; Arizona, $58,- 
604; Arkansas, S9S03; California. $140,- 
98S; 
Colorado, $62,575; Idaho, $108,730; 


Montana, $70,043; Nevada, $19,296; New 
Mexico, $42,405; Oregon, $128,111; South 
Dakota, 58092; Utah, $41,167; Washing- 
ton, $91,944; Wyoming, $40,684. A.total 
of $9935 has been, allotted to Florida, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Nebraska,. North 
Dakota and Oklahoma. 
The group of 


eastern states—Georgia, 
Maine, New 


Hampshire, North, and South Carolina, 
Tennessee, Virginia and West Virginia 
—in which the government is purchas- 
ing lands for national forests, receives 
$21,120. 


In making allotments, it is explained, 


10 per' cent, of the amount available 
for 1918 is withheld as a contingent 
fund. 
One-half of the remainder has 


been apportioned among the states in 
amounts based on the area of the na- 
tional forest lands in each state, while 
the other half has been allotted on a 
basis of the estimated value of the 
timber and forage resources which the 
forests contain.

The Masons will have charge 
of the Internment of the body in its 
mountain tomb.

BOSTON. Jan. 11.—A state commis- 


sioner of police, appointed by the gov- 
ernor,

Although no heads of city depart- 


ments were removed from office by 
vote of the. city council in session tins 
morning the agitation over the discon- 
tinuance of the 10 per cent, discount 
on water bills by Commissioner George

physician. 


St. Mary's hospital is in the extreme 


northeastern part of the city, several 


miles from the house where he was 
found. 


The house where Thaw was found 


is within a short distance from

street where Thaw was in an automo- 
bile accident last May. It was a dam- 
age suit instituted against his moth- 
er, the owner of the 
machine, that 


brought Thaw here last Monday to de- 
fend the action. 
How the detectives learned that Thaw 


was in West Philadelphia they do not 
say.

Reports Conflict 


While Berlin asserts that southwest 


of Riga all attacks by the Russians 
have been without success, Petrograd 
reports that near Lake Babit the Rus- 
sians captured German positions be- 
tween the Tiral marsh and the River 
Aa and advanced their line about one 
an* one-third miles southward. 
The 
Germans in the region of Kalnzem 
delivered a counter-attack on the 
Russians, who had occupied a posi- 
tion east of the village, but it was 
put down ,by the Russians. 
In the past sis days in this region 


th« Russians report the capture of 21 
heavy and 11 light guns and large 
quantities of arms and equipment. 


The 
German 
Field Marshal von 


Mackensen's army operating in south 
ern Moldavia has crossed the Putn; 
river north of Fokshani, and betweei 
Fokshani and FundeJii has forced the 
Russians and Rumanians across th- 
Sereth, taking in the latter operatic 
550 prisoners. 
There has also been severe fighting 
near the mouth of the Rlmnik Sarat 
river, west of Galatz, and along the 
Kasstna river, in which both Berlin 
and Petrograd claim the advantage. 
Berlin reports that Russians attacked 
the heights along the Suchltza valley, 
but met with a sanguinary reverse. 


Aside from the Russian and Ruma- 


nian theatres, and an attack by Brit- 
ish Indian troops against the Turkish 
line at the bend of, the Tigris river, 
northeast of Kut-el-Amara, the fight- 
ing in all the other zones has consist 
ed of bombardments and minor in 
fantry attacks.

a state commissioner of the blind, witl 
an unpaid advisory council, including 
one blind person, is the principal rec 
ommendation in the report filed yes 
terday by Charles li Burbank, super 
visor of administration, in the invest! 
gallon ordered by the legislature as ti 
the advisability of providing pension 
for the needy blind. 


The lack, of official data concerning 


the number, age and economic condi 
tion of blind persons in the state, a<v 
cording to the document, makes it dif 
ficult to arrive at any definite conclu 
sion on the point in question, and Su 
pervisor Burbank makes a secondary 
recommendation that these statistic 
be gathered. In fact, it is stated tha 
their collection is imperative, 
before 


any other steps in the matter may tn 
taken. 
The report states that there arc no 
less than 4000 nor more than 500'" 
blind persons in Massachusetts, 
am

TEWKSBURY IjARGEST 
TOWS 
IS 


STATE WITHOUT PUBLIC WATER 


SUPPLY 


Special to The Sun 


STATE HOUSE, Boston, Jan. II.— 


Tewksbury. with a population of 5265, 
is now ths largest town in the state 
without a public water supply. 


Figures given by the state depart- 


ment of health in a special report to 
the legislature, filed today, show that 
of the 354 cities and towns in the 
state, 212 are provided 
with 
public 


water supplies, and of the others only 
twenty-one, have a population in ex- 
cess of 2000. 
"In practically all of these towns," 


the department says, "public water 
supplies are greatly needed, since the 
wells are in many cases badly pollut- 
ed and a serious danger to the public 
health. No action has yet been taken 
toward the introduction of a 
public 


water supply in the town of Rowley, 
in which typhoid fever has been ex- 
cessively prevalent for 
many 
years 


The wells in this town, which 
were 


very thoroughly examined last 
year, 
have been found to be very seriously 
polluted, and there is no 
practicable 


plan of securing good drinking water 
in this village until a public supply 
from a suitable'source has been pro- 
vided. 
"One of the. hindrances to the 
in- 


troduction of public water 
supplies, 


due to the requirement for bond pay- 
ments, was removed by the 
legisla- 


ture of 191G. Nevertheless, owing to 
the high cost of work and the diffi- 
culty of obtaining materials, very lit- 
tle water works construction has been 
undertaken during the year. 


"A public water 
supply of good 


quality ie the most important agent in 
the protection of the public health In 
thickly populated 
communities, 
and 


such supplies should be introduced at 
the earliest practicable time, especial- 
ly in the larger 
communities 
which 


have not yet provided themselves with 
such works."

CHEAPER TO BUILD 


Highway Commission So Reports cr» 


the Proposition tQ Widen Existing 
State Roads 
BOSTON, Jan. llj—It is cheaper to 


build highways than to widen existing 
roads sufficiently for modern horse- 
drawn and motor traffic, according to 
the report submitted to the legislature 
by the highway commission yesterday 
on experimental construction of state 
highways in sections for the use of 
horses, horse-drawn vehicles and mo- 
tor vehicles. 


There are now 1150 miles of stato 


highway, costing $11,500,000, this re- 
port states. Division engineers esti- 
mate that It would cost $11,641,000 to 
widen the roads sufficiently to allow 
the construction of a roadway for 
horse-drawn vehicles on each aids of 
tho present state highways. 


It also reports a great decrease ta

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REVENUE SERVICE 


The changing of laws, especially fed- 


eral laws, is liable to confuse a person 
and there are several changes in the 
internal 
revenue 
service which are 


probably not known by the public. A. 
S. Thompson, deputy collector lor this 
district. In conversation with a repre- 
sentative of The Sun, mentioned the 
principal changes. 
By an act ot congress on Sept. S of 
last year it was voted to continue the 
special taxes on all occupations taxable 
under the emergency revenue law with 
the following exceptions. Wholesale and 
retail dealers in tobacco, dealers in leaf 
tobacco, commercial brokers and com- 
mission merchants. These four classes 
are exempt from the tax since the lirst 
of this month. They are not relieved, 
however, from taxes not yet paid for 
previous periods. 
Theatres—Theatres 
in 
towns, 
the 


population of which is 5000 or less, are 
required under tho now law to pay but 
one half of the stated tax. The last 
local school or directory census must 
be taken as a basis for the population, 
and in every case where but one-half 
of the stated tax is paid because of the 
above provision, the population of the 
town must be written in a conspicuous 
place on the form. 
Brokers—Brokers liable for the spe 
cial tax are those only whose busines: 
it is to negotiate purchases and sales ol 
stocks, bonds, exchange, bullion, coined 
money, bank notes, pronv.ssory notes, 
or other securities for others. 


Bowling Alleys and Billiard Rooms— 


For the purposes of the 
tax 
every 


building where bowls are 
thrown or 


where, games of pool or billiards are 
played, except in prviate homes, shall 
be regarded as a bowling alley or bil- 
liard room respectively. Clubs are now 
subject to this tax.

NEW 
YORK, Jan. 11.—Fifty-five 


thousand church workers, representing 
Catholic, Protestant and Jewish denom- 
inations, will take a religious census of 
New York city on Sunday, Feb. 4. At 
the same time they will distribute in 
vitations, to attend the churches, syna 


osues and Sunday schools. 
The 
information 
obtained will be 


turned over to the various ministers, 
priests and rabbis of the city to aid 
them in a campaign to increase church 
attendance. 


The .plan is promoted by the National 


Sunday School association and the Sun- 
day School associations of New York 
city. Similar surveys in Philadelphia 
Baltimore, Detroit, Chicago.

WASHINGTON. Jan.

Houston has announced the amount al- 
lotted to each state from the million 
dollars to be spent during the fiscal 
year 1918 in constructing roads and 
trails within or partly within the na- 
tional forests. 
This money is part of 


the. ten million dollars appropriated by 
the federal aid road act to assist de- 
velopment of 
the 
national 
forests, 


which becomes available at the rate of 
a million dollars a year for ten years. 


The allotments as approved are as 


follows: Alaska, 546,354; Arizona, $58,- 
604; Arkansas, J9S03; California, $140,- 
988; Colorado, 562,575; Idaho, $108,730; 
Montana, $70,042; Nevada, $19.296; New 
Mexico, $42,495;'Oregon, $125,111; South 
Dakota, $8032; Utah, $41,167; .Washing- 
ton, $91,944; Wyoming, $40,684. A total 
of $9995 has been allotted to Florida, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Nebraska, North 
Dakota and Oklahoma. The group of 
eastern states—Georgia, 
Maine, New 


Hampshire, North and South, Carolina, 
Tennessee, Virginia and West Virginia 
—in which, the government is purchas- 
ing lands for national forests, receives 
$21,120. 


In making allotments, it Is explained, 


10 per cent, of the amount available 
for 1918 is withheld as a. contingent 
fund. 
One-half of the remainder has 


been apportioned among the states in 
amounts based .on the area of the na- 
tional forest lands in each state, while 
the other half has been allotted on a 
basis of the estimated value of the 
limber and forage resources which the 
forests contain. 


BOSTON, Jan. 11.—Harvard univer- 


sity will, receive an endowment fund of 
$10,000,000, if the plan of Thomas W. 
Lamont, '92, member of the first of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. and member of the Har- 
vard endowment committee, is carried 
out. 


Tho campaign is intended to reach 


every one of the living Harvard men, 
and is the largest campaign of its kind 
ever understaken by a educational in- 
stitution. 
The object of the fund is to meet the 


urgent needs of the university such as 
betterment of salaries and providing 
money for the maintenance of large 
and costly equipment. There has been 
no time limit set on the raising of the 
fund, but it is expected that a large 
part of-it will be raised beforo the next 
commencement. 
The decision to carry a widespread, 
democratic appeal to all its graduates 
and friends through a representative 
committee of alumni comes as some- 
what of an innovation in Harvard's fin- 
ances. In the past the university has 
depended largely 
on a comparatively 


few generous friends to supply, needed 
funds. In one exception, the Teachers' 
Endowment fund in 1905, a score of men 
gave one-half, of. the $2,000,000 finally 
obtained. 
Although no definite plans 
have yet been announced, the coming 
campaign will be on a much larger and 
wider scale.

Col. Cody, Known the World Over as 


Buffalo llill. Mast Picturesque Fig-. 
ure in American History 
William F. Cody, or "Buffalo 
Bill." 


as he was popularly known the world 
over, was the most picturesque 
char- 


acter in the history of America. The 
incidents which made up 
the 
drama 


of his eventful life were of the. most 
romantic kind, some of them being al- 
most beyond credence. 


lie was born in Scott 
County, 
la, 


Feb. :!6. 1S45. the son of Isaac Cody, 
one of the pioneers of Kansas, who 
emigrated to a town near the site of 
Leavemvorth in 1SD3. when 
William 


was about S years old. 
His 
father 


took an active part in making Kan- 
sas a free state, was obliged to nee 
from his borne after 
being 
stabbed 
nearly to death in a political quarrel, 
and died of exposure in March, l!>;ii. 
So at 13 years of age the boy 
was 


called upon to support his mother and 
did not shrink from the task. 
In less than a month he I.ircd 
out 


with Russell. 
.Majors 
a.nd 
waddell. 


who were, carrying government sup- 
plies across Ihe plains, and 
in

Missouri 
river, 


lie had already shot an Indian dead, 
and such was his bravery and atten- 
tion to duty that he became a lavor- 
itc with plainsmen and soldiers.

dead shot and 
plainsman, was

ployed as an Indian si-out, and served 
to the close of the Civil war with the 
Tth Kansas cavalry. 


By this time Cody was a sure shot 


with rifle and revolver, and had feu- 
equals as a horseman on the frontier.

That the condition of the waters of 
Hale or Meadow- brook in Lowell is not 
objectionable at the present time, ex- 
cept in the lower part of its tou'rse be- 
low the works of the Lowell Bleachery 
and the United States 
Bunting com- 


pany. is the conclusion of the state de- 
partment of health embodied in a spe- 
cial report submitted to the legislature 
today, following the study made by the 
department during the summer months. 


"The objectionable pollutions in this 


section of the river," the report says, 
"can easily be removed by the construc- 
tion of proper sewerage facilities de- 
signed to receive both the sewage o£
